A Proclamation commanding all perſons vpon the Borders of England, 
to keepe peace towards Scotland, vpon the like Proclamation by the 
Ring o/ Scots towards England. 


e Hereas of late time there hath beene great diſoꝛders by Incurſions into 
our Realme ot multitude of Scottichmen dwelling vpon the Bozders of 
our Realme towards Scotland, committing both murthers, taking of pꝛi⸗ 
% | ſoners, burningofhouſes, and taking of goodes and cattell, whereofour 
> || Pardens haue made complaints to the oppoſite udardens and Officers, 
Oland thereof the Ring ol Scots, our goodbzotherhathbeene adnertiſed,and 
2j| yath anſwered,that he very willingly would giue oꝛder foz redzeſle therof, 
And to thatpurpole hath by his Pꝛoclamation charged all his wardens 
> = =] and Officers vpon the Bozders , and other his ſubiects whatſoe uer, to 
obſerue and keepe the peace, and in no wiſe to inuade, moleſt, oꝛ doe any iniurie to any ofour ſubiects,adding 
thereto beryhonozable directions foz obſeruing thereof vpon great paines,as by the ſatde Pzoclamation fur» 
ther hath appeared vnto vs: Me foz our part beingofthe ſame good mind foꝛ maintenance ol common peace, 
doe ſtraightly charge and commaund all our wardens of the thzee Marches, and all other our Officers and 
ſubiects within the ſaid Marches, to liue in peace andquietneſſe, and in no wiſe to make any incurſion into 
Scotland pztuately oꝛ publinely: But ifany offence ſhall be done vnto them in their bodies, landes, oꝛ goods 
by any Scottiſh man, that then they fozbeare to reuenge the ſame by any open hoſtilitie, but make their com- 
plaints and purſuites to the oppoſite Mardens, accoꝛding to thelawes of the Frontiers: And ik redꝛeſſe ſhall 
not be made vnto them, then wee will that our warden, where the offence ſhall be committed, ſhall giue 
knowledge thereol to the King our good bꝛother by our Imbaſſadour there reſident , hoping thereby both 
that our ſubiects damnified ſhall be relieued, and the Kings Officers refuſingtogiue Juſtice, ſhall be cha⸗ 
ſtiſed and coꝛrected, the like whereof vpon complaint ol any Scottich men againtt our ſubiects oz our Mar⸗; 
dens, we minde to ſee ſeuerelp redzeſſed, 

Andthougy this pꝛeſent oꝛder now giuen by theſe our mutuall Pzoclamations, may by good likelſhood 
ſap any further diſozders from this time fozward, yet conlideringthe multitude ofoffences, that haue beene 
committed by the Dcottes againſt our ſubiects, is ſo great andlamentable foz our ſubtects to ſuffer, either 
bnredzeſſed (as farre fozth as theſame may be) oz vnreuenged,as might haue beene, ifour ſubiects had not 
beene pꝛohited to ſeene the ſame by fozce : Pet we would haue ourſubiectsthathaue beene ſo iniuried with- 
out redzeſle,to vnderſtand, that as the king ol Scottes offereth to haue Comiſſioners authoꝛiſed fo2 his part 
torepatre tothe Boꝛderg, to meete with ſome to be appoynted by vs, amicably and peaceably to heare the 
complaints both ol ours and his ſubiects, and to giue ſpeedie redꝛeſſe and latiſfaction, accoꝛding to the lawes 
and cuſtomeg ofthe Boꝛders, and agreeable with the treaties ol amitie betwirt vs a the ſaid Ring, koꝛ mutu⸗; 
all iuſtice and continuance ol peace: ſo alſo we meane therein to doe the like, a to mane choiſe ol ſome ſpeciall 
men ol znowledge and good diſpoſition to peace, to repaire to the Frontiers, and there to ioyne with ſuch as 
the king ol Scots ſhal appoynt foz his part: willing and commaunding our wardens other our Officers 
inthe meane time, to caule all perſons our ſubiects, hauing iuſt cauſe ol complaint, and that haue had no re⸗ 
delle to make ready their complaints in wꝛiting, with the due pꝛooles thereok, to be deliuered to dur ſeuerall 
Wardens, whereby the ſame may be in moꝛe readineſſe, to be heard and oꝛdered mutually by our ſaid Com⸗ 
millionerg. And this our commandement and determination we will and command our wardens to cauſe 
to be publiched in all places publike within their Offices,and like wiſe to giue knowledge thereofto the wars 
dens oppolite ol Scotland, and other publike Officers vpon the Scottich Frontiers, thereby to moue them 
tobe coꝛreſpondent in their actions, agreeable to this common determination of vs andthe King our good 
bother. Giuen vnder our Signet at our Mannoꝛ of Greenwich, the xx. day ol Augult in the xrxviii.
